8. Trainee Pilots possessing the First Class, passbg 

out Certificate of “T. S. Rajendra”. 

(i) He shall initially be posted on harbour tugs, 
dredger, Pilot launches etc. for a period of 12 raonihs 
to undergo training tu learn full aspects of dredging 
. nJ iis conTol and monitoring. Thereafter, trainees 
would be assessed for their competence and would 
be sent to Bombay for completing Radar Observers 
Course, proficiency in Survival of Craft and Advance 
Fire Fighting Course. 

(li) On passing above examinations trainees would 
serve a period of nine monlh,s with Senior Pfiots mid 
Harbour Master. He shall, thereafter on recommen¬ 
dations of H.M. and approval of D.C., be examined 
for grant of Restricted Pilotage Licence which will 
authorise him to pilot ships of 11000 GRT from 
OTB to inner harbour in day time and vice versa. 

(iii) On completion of six months as independent 
Pilot of Restricted Licence, he shall appear before an 
Ex.nmina'ion Board consisting of Master of an Indian 
ship. H.M. & D.C. 

(iv) On passing the above examination and the 
recommendations, the candkiate jhafi become eligible 
for appointment as Probationary Pilot, 

9. Training of Trainee Pilots under Graduate Entry 

Scheme. 

(i) Trainee Pilots holding Science degree with at- 
least 50 per cent marks in Physic.s and Mathematics 
as compulsory subjects and First Class Engineering 
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Graduates, from any recognised University would on 
appointment be sent to a training Institute for 
academic training in Marine subjects for six months. 

(iij After comple'ion of training in the Institute 
the Trainee Pilots would be required to appear for 
examination to be held by the said Tnsdfute, which 
would cover theoretical aspects of the syllabus of 
Second Ma'es and First Males Examination. 

(iii) After successful completion of training and 
passing Pilot examination, the trainees would be placed 
on KPT vessels such as tugs, survey boats, phot vessels 
etc. and Dredging Corporation of India dredgers 
working at Kandia Port to enable them to acquire 
experience in seamanship and navigasion and know¬ 
ledge of Kandia Port approaches navigation channel 
and Kandia creek. They wo^ld be rc-qiiired to stay on 
such ship for atleast 18 months. The would be also 
required to learn full a.peels of dredging and iis cui- 
trol and monitoring. Tliercafier, trainees would be 
assessed for Iheir comix-.ence and only those per¬ 
sons with a potential for pilotage would be sent to 
Bombay for completing Radar Objcr u's Course, pro¬ 
ficiency in Survival of Crafts and Advance Fire 
Fighting Course. 

(iv) At the conclusion of training as mentioned 
above, trainees would appear for Second Mates Ltd. 
Examination to be conducted by Mercantile Marine 
Department (Government of India). 

(v) On passing 'ibuv'e examination, trainees would 
serve a period of nine months with senior pilots and 
Harbour Master, He shall, thereafter, on recommen¬ 
dations of H.M. and approval of D.C., be examined 
for grant of Restricted Pilotage Licence which will 
au'horisc him to pilot ships of 11000 GRT from OTB 
to innef harbour in day time and vice versa, 

(vi) On comp’etkm of six months as independent 
Pilot of Restricted Licence, he sTiall appear before an 
Examimtion Board consis'ing of Master of an Indian 
Ship, H.M. &D.C. 

(vii) On passing the above examination and the 
rccommendatioms, the candidate shall become eligible 
for appointment as Proba'ionary Pilot 

10. Failure to pass an examination in the prescribed 
period of training. 

In the event of a Trainee Pilot failing to pass any 
of the specified examination within the prescribed 
period even after availing of a maximum of three 
chances, his appointment as Trainee Pilot will be liable 
to be termmated forthwith without any notice or 
reasons whatsoever. 

11. Inter-se seniority of Trainee Pilots 

The inter-se seniority of Trainee Pilots shall be 
determined on the following basis :— 

(a) In a batch, their inter-se seniority will be in 
accordance wi'h the order of merit as deter¬ 
mined by the Selection Committee of Kandia 
Port Trust at the time of selection; 

(b) The inter-se seniority of the Probationary 
Pile's appointed from various categories or 
Trainee Pilots on successful completion of 


their training and passing of the required 
examination, shall be determined strictly in 
order in which they are appointed as Pro- 
baliunary Pilots irrespective of their date o( 
appointment as Trainee Pilots in any Mte- 
gory and the period of training prescribed 
for such category.

(In addition !o the stipend, the Trainee Pilots shall 
be paid uniform allowance admissible to the Pilots 
except while in institute oi abending course and 
examination). 

13. T.A./D.A. : The trainee pilots shall be paid 
TA/DA as per the scale as may be laid down from 
time to time by the Board. 

14. Discipline : 

During the course of Training, if the conduct and 
performance of any trainee Pilot is not found to be 
satisfactory, his appoin'ment as Trainee Pilot will be 
liable to be terminated without notice or reasons, 
whatsoever by the Chairman, 

15. Execution of Bond: 

On being seledcd as a Trainee Pilot, he shall 
execute, before joining, a bond that he S'hall pay to 
the Kandia Port Trust the entire expenditure incurred 
on his training as may be determined by the compe¬ 
tent authority, if he leaves before completion of 
prescribed training. 

Note:—On completion of successful training and 
subsequent appointment as probationary Pilot in KPT, 
he shall, inter alia, be governed by the Kandia Port 
(Authorisation of Pilots) Regulations, 1964, as 
amended from time to time. 

16. Interpretation: 

In case of any doubt or difference of opinion about 
the interpretation of any of the Regulations or the 
anplication. H .shall he referred to the Chairman, 
whose decision shall be final. 

17. Relaxation of provisions of the regulations ; 

NotvHthstanding anything contained hereinbefore, 
the Chairman, may, at his discretion, relax any of the 
regulations mentioned .above in cxigeneics or work or 
silnation, the reasons for which shall be recorded by 
him in writing. 
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
